Please amend the claims as follows: 

Claim 1 (Currently Amended): A process for preparing at least one polyisocyanate 
comprising reacting organic amines with phosgene in an inert solvent, wherein the reaction is 
carried out in at least three stages, with the first stage being carried out in a mixing apparatus, 
the second stage in at least one residence apparatus and the third stage in at least one reaction 
column and [[the]] a pressure in each successive stage being lower than that in the previous stage 
wherein in said third stage, a carbamoyl chloride is dissociated into isocyanate and hydrogen 
chlorid e, and wherein the pressure is reduced from the pressure of the mixing apparatus of the 
first stage to the pressure of the residence apparatus of the second stage by a first regulating 
device, and wherein the pressure is reduced from the pressure of the at least one residence 
apparatus of the second stage to the pressure of the at least one reaction column bv a second 
regulating device . 

Cancel claims 8 and 9. 
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Claim 16 (Currently amended): The process of claim [[8]] I, wherein the first regulating device 
is a regulating valve. 

Claim 17 (Currently amended): The process of claim [[9]] I, wherein the second regulating 
device is a regulating valve.
